Call to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 9:40 a.m.

Remarks from the Chair 

The Dean stated that next year there would be cutbacks to the university of $15.8 million, to be 
followed by cutbacks of $5 million and $2 million for the following two years. How this would 
affect the Faculty of Arts and Science would be discussed in a document to be forthcoming within 
the next two weeks. Arts and Science response to both this document and to the Lightstone 
document will be discussed at the next ASFC meeting. 
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5. Questions and Announcements 
In answer to a question on the response to the Lightstone document, the Dean replied that a 
document was in the process of preparation and a draft would be released next week. 


Dr. C. Vallejo stated that as the Arts and Science member of the Faculty of Commerce & 
Administration, she was surprised to learn that an agreement had been made where by their faculty 
administration would be paid 30% of the net revenue that the faculty produced.

Committee of Senate. 


Dr. Sylvia Ruby (BIOL) was declared elected for a three-year term on the Academic Programmes 
Committee of Senate. 


Dr. Ron Rudin (HIST) and Dr. Susan Mikkelson (CHEM) were declared elected for a two-year 
term on the School of Graduate Studies - Graduate Awards Committee. 


An election was held for the Arts and Science Steering Committee (one-year term) as Dr. S. 
Ruby, previously elected, was unavailable on Wednesday mornings, and Dr. B. Byers previously 
elected, withdrew. Elected at this meeting: Prof. D. Sheps, and Dr. M. Singer. 


Approval of Graduation Lists - Fall 1996 
This was a closed session. 
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Reports from Other University Bodies 


Dr. Habib reported on the two Board of Governors meetings held since the last Council 


meeting. At the September 11th meeting issues discussed were student retention, financial aid, 
a bond issue of $12.9 million, the sale of LaColle Centre for approximately $90,000; and the 
title of Professor Emeritus. The Board had been asked where it stood on mandatory retirement. 
At the October 16th meeting, Dr. Sahni gave a presentation on international students; it was 
noted that the ratio for international student versus non-international student was very low in 
comparison to what it had been and should be. The budget had been tabled for November 
session. 


Dr. Byers reported on Senate. There had been discussion on budget presentation; Academic 
Indicators and their use; three candidates short-listed for Vice-Rector, Services; and 
preliminary discussion on the Lightstone document. Dr. Singer had pointed out at the meeting 
that this document was not a joint effort of Arts and Science, and was the exclusive effort of 
the writer. The Lightstone document would be sent to SCAPP by Senate , for analysis and 
summary. 


Dr. Bird reported on 
i ies meeting of September 30. There was deliberation on 
the future of the School of Graduate Studies and its relationship to the Office of Research 
Services. 

Senate Research Committee had met twice. There was discussion on Draft Intellectual 
Property Policy. Comments on this subject would be welcomed. Possibility of internal awards 
(one in sciences and one in social sciences) for researchers was also discussed. 
Space Task Force - Vice-Rector Services was chair of a task force whose mandate was to 
establish a space plan for the university as a result of the directive from the Provincial 
authorities that the university should no longer rent space, and should reduce overall space by 
six thousand square metres. Moreover, thirty-five million dollars would be made available 
from the Government for the purchase of permanent accommodation. Arts and Science 
Priorities and Planning Committee were discussing the issue. The VRS space plan report 
would be completed before end of calendar year. In response to the question on whether 
students were being consulted in this space plan discussion, Dr. Bird invited responses from 
students; the chair added that student input was most valuable at the unit level. Departments 
were invited to communicate with Dr. Bird on preference for Loyola or Sir George campus 
or issues pertaining to the this subject so their views could be taken into consideration in the 
Task Force's space plan discussion. 


Renaming of Department of Modern Languages & Linguistics 

The Chair drew Council's attention to document ASFC 96-7M-B. Dr. Vallejo stated that with the 
successful merge of the Department of Modern Languages & Linguistics with the Department of 
Classics, it would be appropriate to rename the former department as the Department of Classics, 
Modern Languages & Statistics. 


ASFC-7M-12 It was moved and seconded (Vallejo/Ruby) that the Department of Modern 


Languages and Linguistics (MODL) be renamed Department of Classics, 
Modern Languages & Linguistics (CMLL).
